FAMILY HISTORY AND GENEALOGY 
Among the Records of the former Tecklenburg and 


- Lengerich Governments in Westphalia, Germany (that is to say 


the Prussian Government after the Zarldom of feecklenburg be- 
came part of Prussia in 1707) and which records are now de- 
posited in the Government Archives at Munster, there is on 
file a document entitled “Miscellaneous Records No, 12 Acta 
Communia - Relating to the Partition of the "Grasanger Ried- 
bruek (Pasture-Field Rietbrock) "bei" Lengerich 1797. It is 
there established that the so-called "Riedebrocksehe sttte" 
or"Rietbrock's Farmstead" was located at Lengerich, 

According to the Vital Statistics of the Church 
Records of Lengerich containing records of births, marriages 
oot deaths we first hear of COLONUS RIETBROCK “auf der Riede- 
brecksehen StAtte (Rietbrock's Farmstead) bei Lengerich in 
Westfalen", date of birth or death not given, a8 being the 
father of Johann Heinrich Rietbrock #1 “in der staat" (in 
the City) as reported in such church Records, who was born 
on Martinmas-day (formerly Nov. 11th) A. p, 1715 eat Lengerich, 
No further informtion about Colonus Rietbrock is available 
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except the record of another son Claas Rietbrock #2, mentioned 
as the father of another Joharm Heinrich Rietbrock #21 (therefor 
&@ nephew of the first-named Johann Heinrich) born 6 Feb. 1756 
of whom no further record is at hand, 

The first-named Johann Heinrich Rietbroek #1, son 
of Colonus Rietbrock, is the progenitor of those branches of 
the family mown to us, Of his life it is known that he went 
to Holland and worked there as a mason for some time and re- 
turnea te Lengerich in 1747 where he founded the "Riedebrocksche 
Tobaks Fabrique" (Rietbrock's Tobacco Factory), His death is 
recorded as 50 April 1796 at Lengerich, Note that the family 
mame generally accepted is RIETBROCK as given in the Church 
Records and that the variations "Riedbruch" and "Ri edebrock" 
with its adjective form “Riedebrocksehe" are probably due te 
verbal or oral corruptions of the vernacular Low German. 
During his sojourn in Holland he took unto himself a wife, 
Maria de Beck of Rotterdam, born there April or May 1719, 
Died at Lengerich 24 sept. 1793, whose fsther was a "uel jaters 
Baas" (Master Mason probably), He evidently lived "in the City" 
of Lengerich the latter part of his life and not on the Farmstead 
an@ undoubtedly ocoupied the house at No. 119 wlnsterstrasse 
where originally was also located the Tobacco Factory and later 
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even to this day the Soap Factory that has been in the family and 
Operated by members thereof until recently. Upon the death of 
Herman Albers #687 in 1925, and of Ernst Rietbrock #695 in 

1929 the factory property was sold by their respective heirs 
(their widows) and is now owned by strangers but is still being 
operated under the name of “Seifen-fabrik H, Rietbrock Ge- 
gruendet 1907". 

On the occasion of a trip to Burope by A, C. Rietbrock 
and wife in the year 1928 and a visit to Lengerich the birthplace 
and home of the Rietbrock Family, it was their pleasure to be 
conducted through the ancient factory buildings by Ernst Riet- 
brock #695, one of the owners and sole surviving male member of 
thet mame, meeting also his mother Anna (Kroner) Rietbrock and 
his aunt, Mise Luise Rietbrock $596, who with Erna Rietbroeck #795 
are the only other surviving persons of that name, and also her 
nephew Henry Albers #6835 Attorney-at-Law and Magistrate of Teck- 
lenburg with his estimable wife with whom a hurried visit was 
enjoyed. 

_ Agcording to Henry Albers, to whom we are indebted for 
most of the data and information about the family and our 
common ancestors in Germany, the old dwelling house at No. 119 
Minsterstrasse, which is reported to have been built in 1768 and 
probably by the above named Johann Heinrich Rietbroek, he being 
& mason, still belongs to the former widow of Hermann Albers $687, 
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deceased brother of Henry Albers, since married to druggist Klapproth 
of Hamburg. ‘The old home with its timbered facade, its interesting 
stairways and numerous mysterious small rooms, together with ex- 
tensive flower and vegetable gardens and vineyard, was most at- 
tractive and remain a fond recollection of his youthful days. 
| Most of the statements and data about the family 
‘Pegister herein contained dating from about 1808 to 1830 are 
based upon the records as kept in the church register at Lengerich 
end in other details upon memoranda in an old book in the pos- 
session of Henry Albers made by Hermann Rietbroek beginning in 
1808 as noted in his own handwriting on the first page and ex- 
tending to 1850. This is the Hermann Heinrich Rietbrock #387 
(born 1782, died 1834), Thereafter the record was continued until 
1863 by Hermann Rudolph Rietbrock #487 (born 1819, died 1897). 
Much additional information and evidence in corroberetion thereof 
Was derived from and through Henry Rietbrock £691 who came to 
America about 1911 and from his grand-uncle the Rector Rietbrock, 
#482. 

We find then that the said Johann Heinrich Rietbrock /1 
(1715-1796) and his wife Maria de Beck, the Hollandaise, as the
